The attorney appearing on behalf of 
Irish third-class passengers asked Gor- 
don if he had suggested that the boat 
go back arid, receiving a negative. re- 
ply, asked: ‘You saved your lives and 
left the others to drown?” 

Lord Mersey: The position of the 
witness is bad enough. Do you think 
it fair to ask such a question? ;

Duff-Gordon admitted this. 

Duff-Gordon, who lost his temper, 
finally was relieved of this unfriendly 
cross-examination, and under the direc- 
tion of Attorney Duke, went over his 
story of the incidents which are now 
familiar.

Judge Kinsey, in the Cireuit Court 
Monday, Gtarhiagey the suit of George 
E. W. Luehrmann, Guy B. Fulton and 
Edward H. Luehrmann against the Lin- 
coln Trust and Title Co., the Title Guar- 
anty Trust Co. and .17 officers and di- 
rectors of the first-named corporation. 


The suit involved the 99-year lease to 
the building at Seventh and Chestnut 
Streets, occupied by the Title Guaranty 
Trust Co., and sought to set aside the 
consolidation of the Lincoln company 
and the Title Guaranty Co., which was 
arranged in June, 1909. The suit was 
filed in July, 1909. 

The Luehrmanns and Fulton were 
stockholders in the old Lincoln Co., 
George E. W. Luehrman having $20,500 
worth of the stock, Edward Luehrmann, 
$7100 and Fulton, $3900. They were not 
parties to the consolidation agreement 
and declare their stock was depreciated 
by the change. 


$14 Knocked Off Price 
In earlier stages of the suit there was 


testimony, to the effect that the Title 
Guaranty Co. agreed to pay $14 above 
the $100 par value for each share in the 
Lincoln company, and that the Luehr- 
manns and Fulton assented to this ar- 
rangement. Subsequently the Title 
Guaranty Co. learned there was some 
indebtedness against the other company 
and the $14 was knocked off the price 
to be paid for shares. The Luehrmanns 
and Fulton did not assent to this. 

After the consolidation had been ef- 
fected, it was announced that the Title 
Guaranty Co. was to pay $1000 a month 
rental for the building to the Lincoln 
company, and $600 a month rental for 
the safety deposit business of the other 
company. 

The individuals named as defendants 
in the suit are James F. Franciscus, 
Nicholas R. Wall, George P. Pottee, 
Albert G. Blanke, Gustave W. Nie- 
man, McCune Gill, James M. Rohan, 
Frank Gottlieb, Andrew J. O’Connor, 
Mark M. Anderson, William P. Jones, 
F. H. Kreismann, A. O. Rule, F. X. 
Groschan, George D. Rosenthal, A. P. 
Ghio and C. Marquard Forster. Forster 
recently died. 

In dismissing the case Judge Kinsey 
ruled there was no evidence of fraud 
or misrepresentation in the transaction.

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"PA TION ESTATE 
OF MISS DE HATRE 


Judge McElhinney Unwilling to 
Accept Eight Years’ Absence 
as Proof of Death. 








Judge McElhinney in the Circuit Court 
at Clayton Monday decided the De 
Hatre partition suit by holding that 
relatives, who wished to divide the 


property of Miss Sarah de Hatre un- 
der the presumption that she is dead, 
had failed to establish a reasonable 
presumption. 

The suit was brought under the law 
which holds seven years’ continuous 
absence as presumptive of death. Al- 
though Miss de Hatre has been missing 
eight years—since August, 1904—Judge 
McElhinney held that in her case there 
are other possible explanations of her 
absence just as reasonable as the theory 
she is dead. 

During all the time ot her absence, 
her property, three lots in St. Louis 
and 26 acres of land near’ Bonfils, St.. 
Louis County, has remained intact, rel- 
atives looking after it. 


“From her eccentricities, her excita- 
ble nature, her lack of mental balance 
and self-control, the state of her health 
and her repeated longings to g0 
abroad,”” the Judge said, ‘it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that she may have 
gone to the Philippines or to Alaska, 
that she may be traveling abroad as 
companion to some woman or even that 
she may have become married.’’ 

The suit was that of Jules Ruenpohl 
against Virginia Fitzgerald and 15 other 
.sisters, brothers, nephews and nieces of 
Miss de Hatre. Her brother, Louis de 
Hatre, on his return trom the Klondike 
ir, 1903, sold his undivided eighth share 
in Miss de Hatre’s estate to Ruenpohl. 
Ruenpohl tried to collect, alleging that 
Miss de Hatre’s disappearance estab- 
lished presumption of her death. Her 
estate is valued at $6000. 


A Oulja, or planchette board, a for- 
tune teller and many clippings from 
newspaper accounts of the famous Gun- 
ness murder farm were mediums used 
in the,search for Miss de Hatre by her 
relatives. The Ouija board told them 
she had been drowned in James Lake in 
St. Louls County. The lake was never 
dragged. 

One of her relatives testified that Miss 
de Hatre a short time before her dis- 
appearance showed her a ring and told 
her she was going to marry a blond 
named Charlie. Judge McElhinney said 
Monday that it was not improbable she 
had married. 

The de Hatres are members of one of 
the city’s oldest families. .Its founder, | # 
Hyacinth de Hatre, came to St. Louis 
with Laclede.

he thought the woman might live at 
2625 or 2627 Gamble street. 


She Wore Wedding Ring. 

The police inquired and found that 
Mrs. Boisselier was missing. A de- 
scription of her clothing tallied with 
that of the apparel of the dead woman 
at Marshfield, except . that the 
dead woman was wearing a wedding 
ring, while Boisselier believed his wife 
had left her wedding ring at home. 

Mrs. Boisselier was 37 years old. Her 
brother, Frank Sudhoff, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday that her mind 
became affected shortly after the birth 
ot her child, 16 years ago, and that she 
had been sent to the city sanitarium on 
Arsenal street.

She showed marked improvement sev-

of hiding herself in the house.

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SINGLE TAX FOR  MIgBOURI. 

No more important proposals have been sub- 
mitted to the voters of Missouri than the two 
constitutional tax amendments of the Equitable 
Taxation League to be voted on at the Novem- 
ber election. They demand careful consideration 
and intelligent judgment because the first of the 
two amendments proposes a fundamental change 
in the basis of taxation and if adopted will ulti- 
mately revolutionize the tax system of the State. 

The amendment proposes the gradual elimin- 
ation of all taxes except the land tax and taxes 
on inheritances and franchises. After 1919 only 
the single tax on land values, advocated by, 
Henry George, with such taxes as the State may 
choose to impose on franchise privileges and in- 
heritances can be levied. 

The second amendment provides for a perma- 
nent tax commission of three members, appoint- 
ed by the Governor, to replace the present State 
Board -of Equalization composed of five State 
officers. 

In view of the importance of t®e proposals the 
Civic League has performed a public service by 
issuing for the information of voters an instruc- 
tive report on the amendments by its Municipal 
Finance and Taxation Committee. The report, 
which has the indorsement of the entire com- 
mittee, was prepared by Prof. Young of Wash- 
ington University and F. N. Judson, both of 
whom are authorities on the subject of taxation. 

The committee unqualifiedly approves the sec- 
ond amendment as a needed reform in the ad- 
ministration of the tax system. Many states have 
commissions similar to that proposed in the 
amendment and have reaped substantial benefits 
from their work. The committee points out that 
a commission of experts for the equalizing of 
taxation and for the administering of the present 
system is far preferable to an ex-officio board. 
But the State will also have the benefit of ex- 
pert investigation of taxation and of recommend- 
ations based upon it. 

The committee does not indorse the single tax, 
but unqualifiedly condemns.the present system 
of taxation. It criticises the general tax on prop- 
erty now provided for by the Constitution as the 
cause of many evils. It points out that the pres- 
ent system of taxation is the source of gross 
irregularities and is fruitful of perjury and tax 
evasion. It specifically condemns the business 
license tax and the poll tax levied under the pres- 
ent system. 

While suggesting remedies for existing evils 
other than the single tax, it fairly sets forth the 
latter’s advantages. The tax is simple, easily 
administered and offers no opportunity for eva- 
sion. Although the tax on land values must not 
be confused with that on the “unearned incre- 
ment” or the increase in land values, it promotes 
justice. But in lieu of other remedies the com- 
mittee pronounces tax on land and franchise 
values, on fiscal grounds, preferable to our exist- 
ing tax system. 

The report as an impartial and thoughtful pre- 
sentation of the merits and demerits of the tax 
proposals should be carefully read by voters. It 
will enable them to form a just judgment on the 
literature of both sides of the issue.

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410 Shedtidrrtar SUICIDE PROGRAM. . 


Looked at either from the standpoint of com- 
mon sense or the point of view of the student 
of history, the program of the new labor body 
which calls itself the Industrial Workers of the 
World is one of industrial suicide. 

The Socialists’ national convention must have 
recognized this when it placed.itself on record 
as opposed to “direct action,” though in sympathy 
with the fight of the I. W. W. in behalf of free 
speech on the Pacific coast. 

Briefly, the Industrial Workers are aligned with 
the “direct action” wing of the European labor 
movement, which is anti-political and proposes 
to take any short cut which offers, not to a “‘co- 
operative commonwealth,” but to the actual own- 
ership by the workers of all the means of pro- 
duction and distribution. The means so far used 
include the sympathetic strike, the boycott, the 
general strike—so far only feebly\ attempted— 
and that dishonest, insane practice which the 
French call “sabotage,” which is the crippling of 
machinery and the hampering of an industry by 
bad workmanship in order to compel the owners 
to throw up their hands and turn it over to the 
workers. 

Having built up, all over the world, craft unions 
which have gradually, but surely alleviated the 
workers’ lot, brought about the passage of many 
humane laws and compelled the respect of em- 
ployers; and having at their command all the 
forces of political combination, either in well es- 
tablished parties or in new bodies which they are 
at liberty to join or organize, the working men 
and women are now invited to abandon all such 
peaceful, evolutionary methods and fbecome a 
rabble of anarchists. 

This is the summing up of the matter. Labor 
is at a crisis in its history such as it has never 
faced. Revolutionists are bidding it to imme- 
diate action. The apostles of hate are abroad in 
the land. They are inviting the whirlwind. Their 
program spells chaos, out of which a plutocracy 
more powerful and cruel than any the world has 
seen would surely grow.

SCIENTIST PLANTS 
RED FLAG IN THE 
PIT OF YESUVIUS' 


Prof. Mallada ‘Tells Post-Dis- 
patch of His Descent Into 
Sulphurous Crater. 








HEAT WAS NEAR BOILING 





Two Men Stay 5 Hours Within 
Mountain, Clamber Out 
Exhausted.

NAPLES, May #.—‘“It is impossible 


to convey to another the weird impres- 
sion made upon us by the surround- 


ings,’’ said Prof. Mallada to the Post- 
Dispatch ._ correspondent in talking of 
his descending a thousand feet to the 
bottom of the crater of Mount Vesuvius. 

“Ghostly fantastic shapes were piled 
up all about us. The hollow resonance 
cf our voices was like heavy booming 
and the distant rumbling sounded as 
if the earth were groaning in physical 
agony. 

“Twice my companion nearly fainted 
from the heat, which sometimes varied 
from 94 to 98 centigrade (200 to 208 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, water boils at 212), 
and the emanations of acids from the 
fumaroles (small holes from which issue 
volcanic vapors) threatened to suffocate 
us.”’ 

Prof. Mallada who will go down to 
posterity as the original and successful 
performer of one of the most daring 
feats in hfStory is attached to the ob- 
servatory maintained on Mount Ve- 
suvius for the scientific study of the 
great volcano. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
struck by the splendid physique, the 
penetrating eye and the signs in his 
countenance of an iron will and resolu- 
tion of character. On this remarkable 
journey into the depths of the earth 
the professor was accompanied by 
Signor Varavezza, who also is attached 
to the observatory. ; 

“It was a case of ‘If at first you don’t 
succeed try, try again,’’’ Prof. Mallada 
explained. “‘Pethaps you know that the 
eruption in 1906 greatly modified the in- 
ternal. formation of the crater. Before 
that it looked like a funnel, its walls 
sloping inward at a moderate angle to 
the cer.tral well, which is of such depth 
as to render the bottom invisible from 
any part of the crater's ncut* 

“Subsequently ‘down slips’ during the 
eruption altered the shape to one some- 
what resembling a cup, the bottom of 
which was visible at certain parts of 
the day from the mouths. The interior 
is more or less honeycombed with fu- 
meroles emitting abundant jets of vapor 
mixed by hydrochloric acid and suphur- 
etted hydrogen. 

“With my faithful attendant I reached 
the mouth of the crater at 9 o’clock on 
Friday. We first made fast a rope 150 
vards long which, slung around the 
waist, enabled us, partly sliding, partly 
hanging in the fashion of an Alpine 
climber, to reach a depth of 130 vards 
in the southeast part of the cone which, 
after careful observation, I had decided 
was the best point to make the descent. 

“The lava ridge slopes outward from 
the side of the cone fully 100 vards. 
Traveling along that ledze we reached 
an immense lava rock and other mat- 
ter from the slide in March, 1911, slop- 
ing at an angle of 90 degrees. 

Reach Bottom of Crater. 

“We then made fast a cable 150 yards 
long, enabling us to reach further the 
huge bank of volcanic matter projected 
inward by the same landslide. 

“After two hours’ clambering, we 
reached the bottom of the crater, which 
resembled an immense plowed field. We 
remained two hours at the bottom of 
the crater, took thermometer and ba- 
rometer observations, took a collection 
of mineral and other volcanic matter, 
from which we expect valuable scien- 
tific results. 

“We planted a red flag in the center 
of the crater, which was just 230 yards 
from the level of the mouth. The as- 
cent was more difficult than the de- 
scent. Masses of rock and ashes fel] 
around us as we toiled up with the aid 
of the ropes and several times threat- 
ened to dash us to the bottom.
